Hears Interesting 

Lecture 

Dean Thaxton Addresses University 
of Tennessee Junior C'olU'ge 
Education Class 

Dean Thaxton, of the Education 
Department at the University of 
Tennessee, made an interesting and 
beneficial talk to the Education class 
last Monday. His subject, ‘Teaching 
As A Profession,” was one of inter¬ 
est to the cleiss, about fifty percent 
of which hope to teach. The speaker 
divided the profession of teaching 
into seven parts: health, interest, re- 
spectibility, leisure, money, desirable 
associations, value to the world, and 
intellectual opportunities. First of 
all, he advised that a helthy body 
is necessary for success and asserted ' 
that teaching is not detrimented to 
heath. Second, he emphasized that be¬ 
fore one choses a profession, one 
shoulu be positive that one's interest 
is in his choice. If the interest is in 
children and in educating children, 
then leaching fills that selection. The 
place of a teacher is always consider¬ 
ed with utmost respect; he is wel¬ 
come to all the homes, and is made 
a leader of many social activities 
teacher has some time to do as ne 
pleases; leisure time to while away 
or spend in reading. He is not bound , 
to Cvivly or late hours, but is given 
plenty of ti'^ .e in which to increase 
fcis own menial and physical being. 
.And. too, in teaching others the 
teacher, to a certain extent, educates 
himself. His associations are of the 
very best and most desirable, while 
his value to the public is almost un¬ 
limited. The Dean told the class that 
there was a time coming when only 
college graduates would be allowed 
to teach in elementary schools, and 
proved by figures that a great major¬ 
ity of high school teachers and now 
college graduates. He asserted that 
a teacher of little children must have 
more teaching ability than a teacher 
of older children. The class enjoyed 
the talk very much and will be ben¬ 
efited by the advice of one who knows 
by experience.

Famous Gallion 
Boys Sought In 

Fowl Theft 


Feathers and Leg Bands Yard Clue 
to Disappearance of Junior College 
Prize Chickens 

Earnest Gallion, Sr., farmer, living 
near Paris in Henry Coimty, thirty- 
five miles from here, who has spent 
most of the past seven or eight years 
interceeding for his four sons who 
earned for themselves the title of 
‘Jesse jEunes of the South”, today 
occupied a cell for the first time and 
his sons are once more fugitives. 

The boys once were accused of the 
$75,000.00 post-office robbery at May- 
field, Ky., in 1923; one of them. Ear¬ 
nest, was convicted In Lefiore Coim¬ 
ty, Miss., for bootlegging and served 
time in the Atlanta Federal pen for 
transporting stolen property; Sam, 
Carl and Ethridge Gallion, his three 
brothers, figured in other sensational 
cases. 

But, now they face the ignomlnous 
charge of chicken stealing and elder 
Gallion, who has been regarded as a 
highly respectable citizen, is in jail. 
He is accused by R. P. Mayo, sheriff 
of Weakley County, to have been sell¬ 
ing stolen property. He sold the fifty- 
two blooded and highly prized fowls 
of the Junior College of the Univer¬ 
sity of Tennessee to a butcher shop 
in Paris. 

Gallion, Sr., was arrested Saturday 
morning by the sheriff of Weakley 
and Henry County, together with 
Professor Claxton, C. C. Cravens and 
seven deputies. They went to his 
home, which is four miles east of 
Paris and after surrounding the 
house the two sheriffs went in and 
arrested the old man. He was brought 
to Dresden and placed in jail. The 
boys have not yet been found, al¬ 
though the sheriff thinks that it will 
not be long until an arrest will be 
made.

sion to the screen that this, and the 
Yale University Press has produced 
a motion picture which presents some 
of the most accurately recreated 
scenes ever filmed. Through the C(K>p- 
eration of the War and Navy Depart¬ 
ments, regular soldiers, sailors and 
marines, in command of their own 
officers staged an actual reproduction 
o fthe battle of the Plains and exe¬ 
cuted every manouever, every ad¬ 
vance and retreat of both French smd 
English over ground which exactly 
duplicated the terrain of the famous 
battlefield. , 

Briefly, the picture covers the fol¬ 
lowing points of physical and dra¬ 
matic action. First, the acute situa¬ 
tion in world politics which prompted 
William Pitt, England’s famous was 
minister to send an army .overseas 
in command of General Wolfe. Sec¬ 
ond, the situation in New France, 
with General Montcalm hindered and 
hampered at every turn by the jeal¬ 
ousy and stupidity of Vaudreuil, Gov¬ 
ernor-General of New France. Third, 
the military strategy of Wolfe and 
the remarkable feat of the division 
known as his 'Forlorn Hope” which 
scaled the steep cliffs of Quebec’s 
Foulon, routed a French outpost and 
marched on the city. Fourth, Mont¬ 
calm’s desperate defense of the city 
and the clash of the contending 
armies. Fifth, the actual occupation 
of Quebec by the British and the ar¬ 
rival of an English fleet the following 
spring. 

It is a drama of nations at death 
blows. It is the re-enactment of 
events which marked the passing of 
New France and changed the course 
of history in Amercia. Yet, vast as 
the picture is in scope, it never loses 
the subtle appeal of real personality. 
The closing days in the lives of the 
two valient generals are revealed 
with rare insight and creditable sym¬ 
pathy. No one can view this Chron¬ 
icle and fail to be impressed with 
their courage and deep devotion to 
duty.
